They would do well to 
listen to Sir Thomas Henry’s 
argument. ‘' At Berlin, Vienna, 
and Amsterdam vaudevilles are 
performed, and the audience taking 
refreshments, and it has the ad- 
vantage that the man’ takes. his 
wile and some of his family with 
him instead of going to the public 
house alone.” Justices of Holborn, 
what say you tothat? Will you 
still refuse to license the Strand 
Music Hall? 

Mr. Pownall, Chairman of the 
Middlesex Magistrates, In his 
evidence before the committee ap- 
pointed by the Government to in- 
quire into the present theatrical 
licensing system, says—“ The end 
of amusement should be to elevate 
the lower classes, and not to bring 
the higher class of amusements 
down to the level of the lower 
classes.” No doubt that is true, 
and we should be glad if Mr. Pow- 
nall would point out how it is to 
be accomplished. For sixpenco, 
or a shilling at most, ‘ the people” 
can obtain an evenings amuse- 
ment at the Straud Hall, the Ox- 
ford, or the Alhambra. 

The entertainments at those 
places are unexce tionable. 

At the Alhambra, Mr. Strango 
has over and over again placed 
before his audience an absolutely 

erfect specimen of scenic glory. 
“The Judgment of Paris” of the 
Strand was also highly meritorious. 
Now these were within the reach 
of “the péople,” but Mr. Pow- 
nall would have the higher 
class of amusements brought down 
to them. We have no objection 
to urge—nay, We should be glad 
to hear that the Royal Italian

DRINK AND THE DRAMA. 


(To the Editor.) 

Sir,—May I crave a few lines of 
your valuable space to say a few 
words on a subject in which the 
metropolitan millions take a strong 
interest, and on which .the present 
Government has beeu driven to 
grant a select committee? As the 
managing director of a ‘music 
hall,” or theatre of varieties, which 
represents £100,000 sterling of 
capital, «mploys more than 300 
persons, and is nightly visited by 
an audience numberivg more than 
3,000 visitors, I am _ naturally 
apxious to dispel an error into 
which many magistrates have 
fallen, and into which many hon. 
members may fall, in common 
with a large and _ influential 
section of the public. The com- 
mon notion with regard to the 
Alhambra—the establishment I 
reprerent—is that about sixpence 
is paid on the average by each 
person for admission at the doors, 
and that this is followed by an 
expenditure of about two shillings 
ahead for drink, No more mis- 
taken estimate could possibly be 
made. Since I have had the place, 
during a period of fifteen monthe, 
with the best possible organisation 
for the sale and comfortable con- 
sumption of drink, my average 
receipis at the doors for admission 
have been one shilling a head on 
my visitors, and my average 
receip{s from the sale of drink, 
eatables, and cigars combined, 
have only reached about sixpence 
a head. In other words, every 
person who pays a shilling to enter 
the Alhambra only expends six- 
pence in eatables, smoke, and 
drink in the course of an evening’s 
performance lasting four hours. 
Easter Monday and such days— 
the holidays on which the ** id oot 
are supposed to hold their 
“orgies "—give even a lower 
average, about fourpence-balf- 
penny to the shilling. These are 
tacts that deserve to be known for 
the credit of music hall audiences. 
Should the deliberations of the 
select committee end, as I presume 
they will, in an Act of Parliament 
giving greater freedom of dramatic 
representation to establishments 
such as mine, I assure theatrical 
managers, who have suddenly 
shown ® great regard for Shake- 
peare off the stage, that I shall 
not desecrate him by performing

with ‘‘refreshments” by waiters 
at tables, instead of by ora ge 
women and potboys on forms, as 
at the Lord Chamberlain's 
theatres, My turn will be:erved 
by the permission to represent 
operas and vaudevilles, in addition 
to the b.Jlet:, which now form the 
staple of my en‘ertainment.

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THE TWO THOUSAND GUINEAS AND THE 
CHESTER CUP. 


‘he race (if it can be called one) for the Two Thousand Quineas, 
over the Rowley Mile, at head-quarters, took place last Tuesday; but 
we have no idea of its being the prelude to a repetition of Gladiateur’s 
treble triumph of last season, though it is gravely asserted that 
Colonel Pearson’s colt wiLL emulate the Frenchman’s deeds. We say 
Colonel Pearson’s horse, because, after ajl, Lord Lyon is that gentle- 
man’s‘ property, being “hired” only by Mr. Sutton. Dover brought 
the anim«] out in the best possible condition, and won ridiculously 
easy; but he had suspicious heels, and if they do not crack and make 
his lordsbip terribly sore before the Derby Day weare very much out 
in our reckoning. The colt stands all sixteen hands high, and com- 
bines power, estihk and symmetry, and is conspicuous for 
his four white heels and the star on his forehead; 
but these marks are more prominent in Monarch of the Glen, as the 
latter has a large bald head and white stockings. Mr. Sutton wins 
under £5,000 in bets overthis victory of Lord Lyon, but he has en- 
trusted the horge with a fabulous amount forthe Derby. The general 
public, however, win to a man, as the result was booked as inevitable, 
Candidly we confess we had an idea that Janitor would be formid- 
able, buthe turned out to bea very different horse to what we an- 
ticipated, and though the Surrey courso may be more suitable to his 
action than the Rowley Mile, we cannot now bolieve him dangerous 
for tho latter, though with time he is bound toimprove. Monarch of 
tho Glen ran a much better animal to what was expected; 
still he is an infirm horse; and as to Knight of the 
Crescent, a 15-3 colt of symmetry and good looks, we fear he will 
turn musical. After all, Lord Glasgow ran only one, a@ roan 
out of Maid of Masham’s dam,’ for the other had been rascally beaten 
in his trial, viz the Young Melbournite out of a Teddington mare, 
Mount Palatine was as nervous as ever, but like Apsley, Jack in the 
Green, Leybourne, Sealskin, and Harefield, is not of sufficient class; 
whilst Auguste was always an over-rated candidate, and this journey 
pulled up dead lame. The Student, as we have all along contended, 
never had the semblance of a chance, having been a cripple a long 
long time; which we acquainted our readers with early ; and Freedom 
will never come up to private expectations. There is no question 
that the fastestghorse won; and thisis the first time Thomas rode 
the winner of the Two Thousand. Lord Lyon, however, does not come 
of a staying family, for neither Gardevisure, Knight at Arms, or any 
of Paradigm’s progeny ever gota distance. His Jordshipis a bay colt 
by Stockwell out of Paradigm (bred by Major Pearson in 1852) by 
Paragone out of Ellen, Horne, by Redshank out of Delhi, by Pleni- 
potentiary. His first appearance in public was for the Champagne 
Stakes at Doncaster, and carrying 8st 101b (Osborne up) he ran o 
dead heat with Redan, 8st 101b (J. Grimshaw), who afterwards walked 
over and divided the stakes, beating Baron Rothschild’s Robin Hood, 
Strathconan, Mount Palatine, Sans Si, Vespasian, Chibisa, Mineral, 
Bayonette, The Primate, Sealskin, and Gladiator, the latter breaking 
a blood vessel. At the First October Meeting he received balf forfeit 
from Mineral in s match of 300 sovs, over the T.Y.C. In the Second 
October Meeting, carrying 8st 10lb (Custance), he won the Troy 
Stakes, beating Mr. Pitt, 8st 6lb Api The Primate, 83t 7b (A. 
Edwards), King Hal, 8st 3lb (J. Grimshaw), Lord Portsmouth’s 
Robin Hood, 8st 101b (Wells), Sealskin, 8st 3lb(J. Mann). In the 
Houghton week, carrying 9st 1lb (Custance again up), he won the 
Oriterion Stakes from Young Monarque, 8st 101b (H. Grimshaw), 
Janitor, 9st 11b (Wells), Jack in the Green, 8st 12lb (Fordham), The 
Primate, 8st 8lb (A. Edwards), Lanaret, 8st 8lb (Lynch), Hebe, 8st 6lb 
(J. Adams), Nutrition, 8st 81b (Daley), The Rector, 8st 8ib (Loates), 
Hawthorn, 8st 8lb(Parry), Hurania, 8st 8lb (Doyle), Claverhouse, 
8st 81b (J. Goater), and The Queen, 8st 6lb (Norman). Last Tuesday, 
for the Two Thousand (ono mile and seventeen yards), with Thomas 
iv the saddle, he conquered Monarch of the Glen (Challoner), Knight 
of the Crescent (Ashmall), Lord Glasgow’s roan colt by Brother to Bird 
on the Wing out of Lapid Rhone’s dam (Osborne), Mount Palatine 
(Morris), Jack in the Green (Cannon), Apsley (J. Goater), Auguste 
(H. Grimehaw), The Student (H. Covey), Baron Rothschild’s Kobin 
Hood (Daley), Janitor (Wells), Leybourne (Doyle), Sealskin (J. 
Mann), Freedom (A. Edwards), and ;Harefield (O. Page), 8st 101b, all 
being colts, end, singular enough, the whole of them in the approach- 
ing Derby. Lord Lyon is also engaged in the Great Surrey Foal 
Stakes at the next Epsom meeting; the Prince of Wales’s Stakes of 
50 tovs each, with 1000 added; the St James’s Palace Stakes of 
50 sve each; the Third New Biennialand the Fourth New Biennial, 
at Ascot; the Great Yorkshire Stakes, at York August; the St. Leger, 
Don ‘aster Stakes, and Don Stakes, at Doncaster; the Grand Duke 
Micl ae] Stakes, at Nowmarket First October ; the Select Stakes of 50 
sovs cach at the Second October; the All Aged Stakes of 100 sovs 
each at the Houghton Meeting, and the Four Year Old Claret Stakes 
at Stockton, 1867. 

Tho OnkstEr revels take place next Tuesday, Wednesday, Thurs- 
day, and Friday, under the stewardship of the Duke of Beaufort, the 
Marquis of Hastings, the Earl of Coventry, Sir Watkin W. W.

TUESDAY. 

Tuesday turned out a brilliant day for the trials of the cracks in the Two 
Thousand. ‘‘ The Guineas” are always regarded a9 a gort of criterion race for the 
Derby, and not a few calculators reserve their judgment and speculation on tlic 
‘‘blue riband ” until this evont is decided. Tho wind was yery bigh—objection- 
able on Newmarket Heath especially, The rumour of the intended visit of the 
Prince of Wales, accompanied by the Prince de Teck, tho suitor of the Princess 
Mary of Cambridge, gave a zest to tle proceedings ; and it is gratifying to say 


that loyalty on this occasion did not ‘‘o’eratep the bounds of reason,” and that | 


“‘mobbing”’ was not the order of theday, The minor races were deprived of their 
interest, in consequence of the great event of the meeting, and the excitement of 
the thousands on the heath was centred in the “Two Thousand ” alone, Lord 
Lyon during Monday evening steadily increased in favour, and continued to hoid 
undisputed possession of the betting market. Not less than 7 to 4 were laid on 
him, aud the bookmakers were compelléd to stand out for half a poiit mote. 
It is satisfactory to observe that Mr. M‘George succeeded after a slight delay in 
despatching ithe Jot to an excellent start, very different to that of last 
year, when it will be remembered several false starts and most voxatious 


delay occurred at the post. Of the superiority of the victor over his antago: - 


nists all doubt must be set at rest. The race was all one way from start to 
finish, and although the vaunted Janitor was pulling double at ono time, 
he was nowhere at tho finish, the threé placed being the only ones thiat inade 
apything resembing a race. Student was never prominent at any period of 
the race, being hopelessly beaten after going 200 yards.

champion, was given at the Hall of the Union on Monday evening, 
26th ult. The attendance, though fair, was not equal to what was 
expected in view of the announcement, impliedly made through the 
affiches, that it was to be Mr. Roberts’ last public appearance prior to 
his return to England. Perhaps there were between eight and nine 
hundred persons present, no small share of whom were representatives 
of “our sister city of Brooklyn,” and two-thirds personal friends of 
Dudley Kavanagh. The reception of the ex-cbampion, as compared 
with that extended to Roberts, w8 £0 overwhelming, that, while it 
could not but be accepted asa high compliment to the recipient, it at 
once denoted the complexion of the house. The entrance of the 
champion of America, John Deery, who bad unselfishly volunteered to 
put his reputation in jecpardy by 
playing the English champion, was 
marked by little or no applause, and 
the leseer lights who had volun- 
teered their professional services in 
furtherance of the objects of the 
tourney wero also lukewarmly 
welcomed. Kavanagh and 
Roberts, by virtue of their great 
reputations, and of association, 
also absorbed the plaudits of the 
auditors, except when anoccasional 
very excellent stroke by the other 
players unbound the hands of the 
less radical partisans. It occurred 
to us, while noting the general 
lack of appreciation for the better 
shots of Deery, as well as other 
unmistakeable signs, that the audi- 
ence had almost to a man gone 
into the billiard-table—-making busi- 
ness, and, regarding Deery as the 
advocate of a make of table differ- 
ent from theirs, were loth to give 
that player proper credit for his 
skill, in very fear that strict 
justice would interfere with the 
sales of their own especial article, 
The assemblage was, however, an 
orderly one upon the whole; and 
if the American champion was re- 
ceived Jess warmly than Roberts 
and Kavanagh, or Cahill and Mel- 
vin Fcster, he was treated with 
much more consideration than in 
his match with M‘Devitt. 

Four games were played during 
the evening, the most interesting 
and notable of which were a push- 

’ barred game of 250 points, between 
Deery and Roberts; a three-ball 
game of 50 points, between Roberts 
and Edward Cahill; and an Eng- 
lish game of 500 points, between 
Roberts and Kavanagh. Roberts's 
playing in the four-ball game was 
of the lively, bold, slashing order 
»t the start, and the first call of the 
marker announced him to be 107, 
and Deery 11. His execution was 
st times terrific, ‘‘twist ” and 
“follow” shots especially being 
made with surprising accuracy. 
Comparatively, Deery appeared to 
be doing nothing, yet when ‘‘game” 
was called he was only 39 points 
hehind, notwithstanding his best 
rons had been 46 and 39 only, to 
Roberts’s 67 and 48. In making 
long shots the English champion 
was much superior to Deery, but 
he exhausted bimself in the one 
effort to count, and invariably left 
himself nothing, _ While Deery 
went along quietly, in Robeits’s 
case it was, as our very practical 
players would express it, the 
mountain labouring to produce 
a mouse, Like Carme when he 
encountered Kavanagh at precisely 
the same game, Roberts played 
American billiards with three balls. 
Like Kavanagh, Deery brought 
execution and judgment to bear, 
while Roberts and Carme relied 
upon execution alone. Execution 
and judgment combined beat Oarme, 
and the same qualities would have 
beaten Roberts, had Deery, first of 
all, been familiar with the table, 
and secondly, desired to beat him.

‘The French game of 50 points which followed was won by Cabill 
with a closing run of 21, and an average of 2}.

Tho English game of 500 points, in which Kavanagh opposed 
Roberts, was, of course, won by the latter. Making duo allowance 
for his limited acquaintance with the English style of billiards, Kava- 
nagh plays it extremely woll, as he plays everything. If this contest 
be any criterion, Roberts’ euperiority’ consists only in the winning 
hazard— spot-ball particularly. At the losing hazard, with 23th balls, 
Kavanagh is as much @ master as the reputed master himself. All 
the points of the Knglish game were not shown on this occasion, 
however, There was very little “safety-play” on either side: and 
besides, it strikes us that there is @ vast difference between playin 
losing hazards with balls 2§ths inches in diameter, as at theexhibition 
and bal!s 2 1-16ths inches in diameter, as in England. : 

Whatever the opinion bere may be of the merits of the English 
game, no one, we venture to say, will deny that Mr. Roberts has all 
there is of it at his fingers’ ends, and very few will question his ability 
to give any player in this country as great odds as he gives to the next 
best player in England. With reapect to what he can do with our 
players at the four-ball game with or without the push shot, or at the 
French game, people here are likewise unanimous. Notwithstanding 
he has, with we believe but one exception, beaten Kavanagh wherever

Kavanagh is his superior at both the four-ball game push-barred and the 
French game, but so also are Pierre Carme and Joseph Dion; while, 
as for the standard American or pushing game, there are at least a 
half-dozen players who can give him long odds.

Roberts has uniformly beaten Kavanagh at the French game, 
and also at the American ‘full’ game with the push omitted 
is no more conclusive as to the relative calibres of the two men at these 
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games, than the other fact of Roberts having at every trial beaten 
Kavanagh but a few points at the winning and losing hazard game is 
conclusive that the latter can play English billiards nearly as well as 


the former. The English champion would prove a dangerous oppo- 
nent at any style of billiards, we take it; and, maugre his ungraceful, 
‘not to say ridiculous poses, his dancing-jack step about the table, and 
his grimaces and articulate antics whenever he happens to miss a shot, 
‘there ia no man we would sooner see at the balls, His conceptions are 
‘bold, and his play is vigorous—overy shot smacks of life; but his 
‘movements lack grace, are spasmodic—fussy—and he handles the cue 
‘in an unseemly manner as compared with the mass of American 
players, and very awkwardly as compared with Dadley Kavanagh, 
who has the free, unifurm and true play of the instrument, such as no 
other player we have ever seen. 

Daring his exhibition at the Cooper Institute, a challenge from Mr. 
Roberts to Joseph Dion was read, proposing two games, the English 
and the four-ball push-barred, for 2,500 dols. or 5,000 dols. a side. It 
will be remembered that for seven or eight months a challenge from 
Dion has been before the public, to the effect that he would play the 
standard games of the three billiard-playing countries—England, 
France, and America. These games are the three-ball winning and 
losing hazard game of the English, the three-ball carom of the French, 
and the usual four-ball game of this country. Whether Dion will 
accede to Roberts’ terms, which include but two games (only one of 
‘which is of those named by Dion), is not yet known. It is regretted

FRESH WATER FISHING. 
(By. BLack Ratrpu.) 
When I was a mere schoolboy, 
Ere I learnt to read my book, 
I felt an itch for angling 
In every little brook. 

Having on a previous occasion made my debut to the readers of the 
ILLUSTRATED SPoRTING News by an account of a day’s fishing in the 
West, and it having been favourably received by them, I have been 
induced to give my opinions, though rather late in the field, on the 
best flies that, by experience, I’ve found to answer to use in the counties 
of Devonshire and Cornwall. Before doing so, however, I will give 
my piscatorial friends (by their leavo entirely) a few hints as to things 
that everyone should, who has any desire whatever in succeeding in 
the art, know. Jn tho first place then as to time. In the months 
March and April fishing should be commenced no earlier than 10 .m.a 
: and ‘‘ dropt oft” at4 p.m. In Maya 
different course should be adopted : 
the fishing in this month should be 
commenced as early as possible, 
and as the season progresses kept 
up aslong as the light lasts. The 
best fishing, as arule, is either very 
early or very late. Fishing is best, 
of course, always after a flood, and 
if the wind comes from the south 
or west—but if otherwise the 
angler must expect nosport. On 
a sunny day a small fly should be 
used, and on a dark gloomy day 
the bigger the fly the better. The 
latter should be especially used for 
moor fishing. It should also be 
observed as arule that the red 
and blue tackles, with or without 
gold or silver twist, will kill 
throughout the year. Other neces- 
saries, such as always fishing up 
the stream, &c., are not for me to 
tell, thinking that most of guy 
fishing friends are acquainted with 
the alphabet of one of England’s 
most gloricus pastimes, which 
enables them to see their native 
country verdant with all those 


nowned. To commence with 
then 
March, 
Which is tho veritable and legiti- 
mate commencing of the season. 
Some good spoit may now be 
obtained in the valleys, The 
leading fly for this month is the
